GERMAN-BLOOD TROOPS 


(SY A. NIGHT WIRE) 
NEW YORK, Oct. 15.—The im- 
mediate duties before the United 
States, Col. Theodore Roosevelt to- 
night told the Liederkranz Club of 
New York, are to carry on the war 
“until we win the peace of over- 
whelming victory.” and to insist on 
absolute Americanism in the citi- 
zenship of the United States. 

No peace not based on the uncon- 
Gitional surrender of Germany and 
her vassal allies should be accepted, 
he declared. On the other hand, he 
asserted that it was ea “gross infamy 
and disloyal to the true spirit of 
Americanism to discriminate against 
any American because of forelgn 
birth or ancestry.” 

_ Speaking in behalf of the Fourth 
iAberty Loan, Col. Roosevelt urged 
the club to support by buying bonds 
its 200 members now in the service. 
He paid high tribute to men of Ger- 
man blood who have fought for 
American ideals, and continued: 

“If IT had been allowed to raise 
the divisions for service In France 
which Congress authorized me to 
raise, I should have made a point of 
having the loarzest possible propor- 


| tion of men of German origin among 


my troops, and I should have been 
giad to have served under a major- 
general such as Kuhn. 

“If you will look at the casualty 
lists you will see what a large per- 


centage of the names indicate that 
the bearers were of German blood. 
This war is indeed the crucible, and 
in the actual test of battle it is show- 
ing that Americanism is a matter of 
spirit and purpose and soul, and not 
of birthright or descent.”

tax of 2 cents on all bank checks is 
provided for in an amendment to 
the war revenue bill adopted by the 
Senate Finance Committee, which is 
revising the House draft. 


The amendment was adopted by a 
vote of 8 to 6. Such a tax is op- 
posed by Treasury Department offi- 
clals and many Senators not only 
because it would be a serfous incon- 
venience to business, but would tend 
to discourage thrift and encourage 
hoarding. 

Consideration of the revenue bill 
progressed so rapidly today that 
Chairman Simmons tonight reiter- 
ated his prediction that the bill 
would be completed by about Octo- 
ber 25. 

Aside from the bank-check amend- 
ment, the only change made in the 
House stamp-tax section was to ex- 
empt fidelity and surety bonds from 
such taxes. An amendment placing 
these under a monthly tax as pro- 
vided in the bill for casualty insur- 
ance was substituted. 

In considering the general admin- 
istrative provisions of the bill the 
committee indorsed House sections 
increasing the salary of the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue to $10,- 
000 and providing for the appoint- 
ment of five deputy commissioners 
and an assistant to the commissioner 
at annua! salaries of $5000 each.

Oct. 15.—A British army labor bat- 
talion has begun to remove the Ot- 
ranto wreckage, piled in enormous 
masses in many deep gullies on this 
savage shore. Only by much labori- 
ous and systematic work can the 
bodies believed to be buried under 
the wreckage be removed, and it 
may be several weeks before the 
task is completed. Other bodies are 
imprisoned in rocky inlets and in 
great beds of kelp, or tangleweed, 
as the islanders term it. 


The Otranto went to pieces on a 
Sreat rock a mile out, almost at the 
very entrance to Machir Bay, whose 
gandy beach might have offered a 


haven to the disabled transport. A/ 


yeay ago a small steamer stranded 
Om that beach intact, without the 
loas of a single life. 

The storm that raged at the time 
of the loss of the Otranto was so 
terrific that wreckage was carried 
by huge waves over the cliffs a quar- 
ter of a mile inland, It is regarded 
as a miracie that anyone on board 
eecaped, yet with one or two excep- 
tions, the twenty survivors who 
reached Islay showed little effects of 
their fearful ordeal.

Says He's White Man; Tells of 
Romance Long Ago. 


One of the most remarkable con- 
testa in local probate records was 
precipitated in Judge Rives's court 
yesterday when the heirs to the es- 
tate of Henrietta Clemens, a wealthy 
woman who died here September 25, 
last, cited into court John Guyot 
and sought to ebtain from him dia-

FACES CRISIS. 


Nurses’ Strike will Impair 
Efficiency, Says Martin. 


Means Both Added Costs and 
Cut in Accommodations. 


Students Reiterate Threat to. 
Resign in a Body. 


With the resignation of 127 out of 
its 140 training school nurses about 
to become effective, because the 
girls object to the admission of four 
colored girls as student nurses, the 
Loa Angeles County Hoepital is fac- 
ing @ serious crisis. 

Yesterday the nurses in the hos- 
pital were working double shifts to 
carry the heavy burden placed up- 
on the institution by the prevalence 
of influenza here. Thirty nurses are 
listed as being sick with influensa, 
one ambulance driver is On the sick 
iNet and the other is working in 
spite of a severe cold. Fifteen new 
cases made application for admission 
to the hospital within two hours. 
while both ambulances were at the 
harbor. 

Mra. Norman R. Martin, wife of 
the superintendent, and the super- 
iIntendent of nurses, were engaged 
in making beds al] afternoon. One 
nurse, who volunteered her services 
for outside inflvenga work, died at 
the County Hospital Monday night, 
a victim of the disease she sought to 
stamp out. 

The student nurses at the hospita) 
have served notice on the Board of 
Supervisors that they will leave the 
hospital the first day of November 
if the permits four colored 
enter the institution as stu- 


Is SERIOUS, 


Half a dozen orderiies and other 
attendants have notified Supt. Mar- 
tin that they will quit if the nurses 
leave. Mr, Martin stated yesterday 
that the situation is a serious one. 
He says the demand for nurses is 
such that it might be impossible to 
secure nurwes to take the place of 
the student nurses In case of a walk- 
out.

Martin stated that 
it would be possible te house the 
colored we separately and give 
them a dining-room table to ther 
selves, but sald the. letter of the 
State law regarding the training of 
student nurses could not be carried 
out without mixing the blacks with 
the whites In the various wards, and 
to this the white girls strenuously 
object, for the reason that white 
girle entering the schoo! later would 
have to recogaize the seniority of 
the colored girls, the @iscipline of 
the institution req@@irmg a Junior 
nuree to step aside and give the 
senior nurse the right of way tn al) 
respects while on duty.

W GERMANY Is GOVERNED. 

To thoroughly understand the Pres!- 
dent's ringing reply to Germany it is nec- 
essary to know something of the system by 
which the German people are held in bond- 
age. 

One then begins to realize how it is that 
we are fighting the battle of the enslaved 
millions of Germany as well as the battle 
in behalf of other subject nations. 

When the German Chancellor states in a 
message to the Allies that he speaks for 
the German people as well as the German 
govefnment that gentleman strays from the 
truth. 

No one, unless it is President Wilson, 
speaks in behalf of the German people; 
they are dumb and silent. They are ef- 
fectually muzzled and browbeaten. 

Strictly speaking, there is no such coun- 
try or political entity as Germany. And 
there is no Emperor of Germany. 

The German Empire is a confederation 
com posed of: 

Four kingdoms: Prussia, Bavaria, Saxony 
and Wurtemburg. 

Six grand duchies: Baden, Hessee-Darm- 
stadt, Saxe-Welmar, Oldenburg, Mecklen- 
burg-Strelitz and Mecklenburg-Schwerin. 

Five duchies: Saxe-Meiningen, Saxe- 
Altenburg, Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, Brunswick 
and Anhalt. 

Seven principalities: Schwartzburg-Son- 
dershausen, Schwartzburg-Rudolstadt, Wal- 
deck, Reuse (younger line.) Reuss (older 
line,) Lippe and Schaumburg-Lippe. 

Three free cities: Hamburg, Bremen 
Lubeck. 

One imperial province, Alsace-Lorraine. 

Each of these kingdoms has its own ruler 
and government. Saxony and Bavaria, for 
instance, send Ambassadors to Prussia and 
to each other as to foreign countries, 

The executive head of the imperial gov- 
ernment is the Kaiser or German Emperor 
(not Emperor of Germany.) Although as 
head of the combined armies of the German 
states he is supreme in war, he is supposed 
to have very little civil power. It is fre- 
quently said that he has less power than 
the President of the United States. As a 
matter of fact, this ie bunk. The Emperor 
rules. This is the way it comes about: 

The Emperor ig also King of Prussia. 

Prussia is ruled by a congress consisting 
of two houses. 

The upper house is the Herrenhaus or 
House of Lords, which is nothing but a 
drawing-room of the sovereign's courtiers. 

There is a lower house called the Ab- 
geordnetenhaus. The members of this 
house are ejected by a system which re 
moves all voice from the people as effectual- 
ly as though their throats were cut. 

Every male inhabitant of Prussia above 
the age of 25 is allowed to vote. The voters, 
however, are divided into three classes ac- 
cording to the amount of taxes paid. 

Thus, tn Prussia, 260,000 wealthy taxpay- 
ers elect one-third of the members of the 
lower house; 870,000 taxpayers elect an- 
other third of the members; the other 
6,500,000 voters elect the remaining third. 
The consequence is that the 6,500,000 voters 
have nothing to say. They are always out- 
voted by 1,130,000 voters representing the 
wealthy land-holding and military classes— 
the Junkers. 

Throvgh these Junkers the Kaiser effec 
tually controls Prussia. 

Now the German Empire {s also governed 
by two houses of Parliament. 

The lower house is the Reichstag, sup- 
posed to be the voice of the people. 

The upper house is the Federal Council 
or Bundesrath. There are fifty-eight mem- 
bers appointed by the rulers of the differ- 
ent states in the following ratio: 

Prussia has seventeen members; Bava- 
ria, six; Saxony, four; Wurtemburg, four; 
Baden, three; Hesse, three; Mecklenbure- 
Schwerin, two; Brunswick, two; and each 
of the other states one each. 

In addition to this murderous majority 
of voting strength, Prussia has certain spe- 
clal powers. With respect to all laws con- 
cerning the army and navy and taxation for 
imperial purposes the vote of Prussia shall 
decide disputes if such vote be cast in favor 
of maintaining existing arrangements. In 
other words, Prussia is armed in the 
Bundesrath with a conservative veto! 

The king-chosen and Prussia-dominated 
Bundesrath also has complete control of 
the Reichstag through the following ar- 
rangements: 

With the consent of the Emperor it can 
dissolve the Reichstag. 

It has control of the measures to be pre- 
sented to the Reichstag; in its hands are 
the “general administrative provisions and 
arrangements necessary for the execution 
of imperia) lews;” contro] over the “defects 
that may be found in the execution of im- 
perial laws.” 

The Reichstag is elected by universal 
suffrage in electoral districts on the un- 
equal and unjust plan described. This 
house has 397 members, of whom 235 are 
from Prussia. 

It has the nominal right to vote down 
laws proposed by the Chancellor; but if it 
does, the Bundesrath can dissolve it and 
another election usually provides a more 
amenabie body of legislators. 

The Chancellor of the empire is nominat- 
ed by the Emperor and presides over the 
Bundesrath. He is also Prime Minister of 
Prussia ex-officio. Although he and all oth- 
er members of the Bundesrath may speak 
in the Reichstag, neither he nor any other 
executive officer is responsible to that body 


The whole thing fn a nutshell ts this: 

The Emperor absolutely rules Prussta: 
Prussia absolutely rules the Bundesrath 
and the Bundesrath rules the Reichstag. 

One-third of the German people—the Jun 
ker class—can elect representatives to a 
sort of debating society without any power. 

Thus are the-German people ruled. It ts 
to this system that the President’s stern 
remarks are addressed. This is the system 
that he demands be changed. 


Plant the Stars and Stripes on Heard and 
McDonald Islands, discovered and long oc- 
cupled by Americans, far south of Africa 
in the Antarctic, and the sun will never set 
on Uncle Sam's possessions. A move- 
ment has been launched to retain title to 
these islands which we now seem on the 
point of losing through lack of forma) claim. 
They would make up a most substantial 
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WISDOM OF IT. 

During the interim between the recep- 
tien of Germany's explanatory peace note 
and the President's reply, he was fairly in- 
undated with letters and telegrams giving 
him more or less emphatic advice concern- 
ing the answer he should make. Organiza- 
tions, near-statesmen, Governors of States, 
editovs of newspapers and individuals whose 
names were as meaningless to the President 
as their advice—all these bombarded the 
Chief Executive with a verbal barrage tell- 
ing him what to say and what to do, from 
which be was saved only by industrious sec- 
retaries who dumped the mess into waste 
bins from which it was carted back to the 
paper mills. All these self-decorated diplo- 
tats acted on the assumption that the Pres!. 
dent could not be trusted to guide the ship 
of state through troubled waters and that he 
needed expert help. By his action, however, 
the President demonstrated clearly that he 
is an expertenced pilot in whose disciplined 
mind the channels and shoals of interna- 
tional diplomacy are admirably charted. 

Most of the amateur diplomats were of 
the opinion that the President should have 
cried “Get thee behind me, Satan!” when 
the first note was delivered; that he should 
have informed Prince Maximilian that only a 
bleod atonement was possible; that «um- 
mary rejection was the only dignified action 
te take. I¢ did not occur to them that the 
Presiden& might himself have been aware 
that such & course was possible, that he 
was in cable conference with the heads of 
the other All governments and that the 
edvice of amateurs was about as pertinent 
as would be the advice on aeronautics of 
one who had never ridden in an airplane to 
an American ace. 

Now that the President's reply has been 
made, it is not amiss to consider its pur- 
port, the effect it is having on the German 
and Austrian peoples and the contrary ef- 
fect that would have been produced if he 
had followed the advice of the amateurs 
end rejected without consideration the 
German peace note. A perusal of the Iresi- 
dent's reply reveals that he has not “re- 
jected” Germany's peace proposals, as some 
of the newspaper’ headliners proclaimed, 
but that he has firmly and cogently pointed 
out the only way by which Germany can 
secure peace through its own initiative. He 
has affirmed that he is ready at all times 
to consider a lasting peace based on the 
fundamentals which he has posed in his 
messages and public addresses. But he 
makes plain that those peace terms must be 
followed to the letter, that his declination 
to discuss peace with Germany's present 
nutocratic rulers is irrevocable 
Germany must bind herself to keep the 
peace of the world and give adequate mate- 
rial guarantees before an armistice can be 
considered. 

Such are the terms of the President's 
reply. What has been the immediate ef- 
fect? Yesterday's cables reveal that the 

of revolution have already been 
ted in Germany. At a political confer- 
énce held in Munich every speaker called 
upon the Kaiser to abdicate and to make 
the succession of the Crown Prince impos- 
sible. The reply has already stimulated the 
burning zeal of the German people for a 
governmental reform which shall include 
the complete overthrow of Junkerism, to be 
supplanted by constitutional guarantees and 
institutiong which will make it possible for 
the German people to govern themselves. 
Never before has German autocracy been so 
hard hit; never have the masses of the 
people clamored so vigorously for the 
democratization of their political institu- 
tions. For the first time since the forma- 
tion of the German Empire the supremacy 
of the war party has been shattered. The 
press of the neutral countrfes is apparently 
unanimous in the opinion that German 
autocracy is tottering. President Wlison 
sounded the keynote of world peace and 
world federation when he declared that 
peace could not be concluded with auto- 
cratic governments. ° 

Consider for a moment the effect that the 
oposite course would have produced. If 
President Wilson had summarily rejected 
the German peace note he would have 
placed in the hands of the Junkers the very 
weapon they need to weld the broken gyves 


of autocratic dominion. He would have 
stiffened the faltering resistance of the Ger- 
man armies in the field, for he would have 
enabled the German press and goverument 
to pretend that the Allles were actuated by 
a blood lust and a desire for territorial con- 
quest. They could have sald that nothing 
but the spoliation of the German states 
and the enslavement of the German peo- 
ples would appease the blood-hungry Amer- 
icans. Then the German troops in the field 


and the workmen in the shops could have 
| said, “Be strong! We are fighting and work- 


ing for the fatherland.” But the President's 
second peace note makes plain that it is not 
for the fatherland but for the overlords 
that the German people ate making their 
sacrifices. They will see that the main bar- 
rier to peace is the imperial government. 
The gates of stand ajar; but Prest- 
dent Wilson is their warder and through 
them only freemen can pass. For in the 
struggle between autocracy and human lib- 
erty there can be no compromise; it must 
be fought out to the end. The whole pria- 
ciple of personal and political liberty is in- 
volved and principles can never be com- 
promised. But when Germany comes as 4 
free people, purged of autocratic domina- 
tion, a people contrite and repentant, Prest- 
dent Wilson will then talk peace with them. 
This is the message conveyed in the Prest- 
dent's reply to Germany. 

President Wilson, in this historic world 
paper, took the course best calculated to 
prevent a revival of Teuton unity and co- 
hesion, to forestall the devices of Junker 
demagogues, to encourage the spread of 
democracy in the German Empire and pro- 
mote the downfall of Kaiserism—and to 
hasten the day of the “peace of justice.” 
The German people will, some day, thank 
President Wilson for his message—and the 
people of the United States are almost « 
unit in saying “amen” to it now,
